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In  professional  athletics,  it  is  particularly  hard  to 
rise  to  the  top  because  so  many  specific  qualities 
are  necessary  for  success:  drive,  dedication, 
physical  ability,  and  mental  toughness,  to  name  a 
few.  The  same  is  true  of  a  good  professor.  Few 
people  have  all  of  the  attributes  it  takes  to  become 
one  of  those  life-changing  academic  types:  sheer 
intelligence,  stamina  in  doing  research,  originality 
and  cleverness  in  the  subject  area,  a  captivating 
personality,  enthusiasm  in  teaching,  and  that 
special  openness  to  students  that  makes  them  not 
just  a  professor,  but  a  friend.  Dr.  Karen  Dill  says 
every  day,  with  a  glowing  complexion  and  gigantic 
grin  to  back  it  up,  she  picked  the  perfect  career. 
Born  and  raised  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  she  received 
her  Ph.D.  in  social  psychology  from  the  University 
of  Missouri-Columbia.  Her  dissertation,  published 
in  2000,  was  on  the  effects  of  exposure  to  violent 
video  games  on  aggression,  and  is  still  the  most 
cited  research  study  on  video  game  violence.  To 
say  that  Dr.  Dill's  professional  life  has  been 
successful  since  then  would  be  an  understatement: 
she  has  given  expert  testimony  before  Congress 
twice,  spoken  by  invitation  in  Chile  and  South 
Korea,  and  written  a  book,  VJhen  Fantasy  Becomes 
Reality:  The  Social  Psychology  of  the  Mass  Media, 
which  will  be  available  this  summer.  However,  in 
her  students'  eyes,  these  successes  place  a  far 
second  to  her  personal  attributes.  Dr.  Dill's 
infectious  enthusiasm  far  surpasses  what  is 
required,  or  even  expected,  and  draws  everybody 
into  the  lecture  in  a  captivating  way.  And  while  she 
teaches  everything  in  the  book,  students  leave  her 
classes  with  a  little  something  extra;  unique 
projects,  papers,  and  reading  materials  help  them 
to  delve  deep  into  their  own  minds  and  discover 
what  makes  them  happy  in  life. ..as  happy  as  Dr. 
Dill  always  is.  For  instance,  instead  of  a  standard 
exam.  Psychology  100  students  each  present  a 
creative  project,  and  Dr.  Dill  invites  them  to  her 
house  to  do  it.  She's  an  outstanding  role  model 
who  takes  a  keen  interest  in  her  students,  and 
relates  to  them  in  the  manner  of  a  friend.  Her 
husband  of  15  years.  Dr.  Jay  Dill,  also  teaches 
psychology  at  Lenoir-Rhyne,  and  they  have  two 
children,  Jason  and  Regan.  She  was  "Outstanding 
Woman  of  the  Catawba  Valley"  by  the  League  of 
Women  Voters  in  2008. ..and  her  students  would 
definitely  agree  that  she  is  very  oustanding!

many  years  from  today. 
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Minges  Science  Building  is  strangely  silent  these  days.  A  genuine  characte 
is  gone  and  the  LR  campus  is  permanently  changed.  Dr.  Forrest  Rennick's 
voice  can  no  longer  be  heard,  harassing  and  cajoling  his  students.  More 
than  one  physics  student  was  known  to  say  that  now  they  knew  that  Doc 
really  cared  about  them:  he  yelled  at  them.  Dr.  Rennick,  a  tenured  Professor 
of  Physics  at  LR,  died  at  the  Nebra^^jedical  Center,  Omaha,  NE  on 
November  24,  2008  from  compli(lj^y0TlPWIiile  awaiting  a  liver  transplant. 


Dr.  Rennick  was  shaped  by  many  influences.  His  Nebraska  family  raised  him  S^Vn  love  and  nurture 
followed  his  birth  on  May  16,  1947.  He  loved  both  his  dad  and  his  mom.  He  would  usually  return  home 
to  Nebraska  during  the  summer  for  visits,  which  were  eagerly  awaited  by  the  family,  because  whatever 
was  wrong,  Jim  would  fix  it.  He  usually  spent  those  respites  in  the  kitchen,  helping  his  mother  cook 
and  fixing  the  things  that  had  failenjnto  disrepair.  He  would  return,  reinvigorated  to  LR,  ready  for  more 

His  early  academic  career  was  not  promising  and  due  to  his  rather  dismal  academic  performance  he 
joined  the  Marine  Corps,  which  sent  him  to  Vietnam.  While  serving  sentry  duty  he  began  to  reflect  on 
the  loss  of  many  buddies  and  his  own  misspent  life  to  that  point.  He  resolved  that  should  he  survive  he 
would  return  to  Hastings  College  and  do  better. 

He  survived.  And  he  did  do  better,  returning  to  Hastings  College,  getting  good  grades,  and  graduating 
in  1975.  And  he  continued  on,  obtaining  his  Ph.D.  in  physics  from  New  Mexico  State  University  in  Las 
Cruces,  New  Mexico,  in  1982.  He  was  irretrievably  shaped  by  the  crucible  of  Vietnam  and  by 
demanding  professors  at  Hastings  College  who  insisted  that  he  would  learn  how  to  master  physics  the 
hard  way,  by  doing  it  himself. 

When  Dr.  Charles  Cooke  interviewed  him  for  the  Physics  position  at  LR  and  asked  him  why  he  would 
want  to  teach  in  a  small  college  like  LR,  he  answered,  "Because  here  I  can  teach  physics  like  I  was 
taught,  encouraging  my  students  to  learn  physics  by  doing  it."  And  so  he  did.  "Just  do  it,"  he  would 
frequently  cajole  when  students  were  apparently  impossibly  stymied  by  a  thorny  physics  problem.  And 
more  times  than  not,  the  problem  would  be  solved  when  the  student  just  did  it.  Dr.  Rennick  was  a 
hands-on  physicist  and  we  all  counted  on  him  to  repair  physics  equipment,  which  we  were  always 
breaking.  He  conducted  physics  labs  in  a  creative  and  explorative  manner.  He  loved  to  serve  as  a  chef 
for  our  physics  parties  and  was  proud  of  his  wood  workshop  and  the  many  pieces  of  furniture  he 
assembled.  f 

Perhaps  the  finest  tribute  is  paid  by  the  students  who  return  year  after  year.  "Where  is  Doc?"  they  ask, 
wanting  to  see  him  one  more  time.  He  loved  them  and  they  loved  him,  "curmudgeon"  that  he  was.
